The Country Life Proble 


Wot long ago, says a writer in the “Problems of Democracy” depart- 
ment of The Literary Digest, a well-known traveler and writer was being 
shown through the immense Capitol building of a Middle-Western State. 
“Just see the great army of officials we employ,” said his guide, “every man 
of them was born on a farm.” And then the visitor was shown through a 
quarter of the city where “you can go a mile and sec only the homes of re- 
tired farmers.” Quoth the guide, “This is a wonderful farming State.” 

Yet, comments the Literary Digest writer, the boys on its farms dream 
of jobs in town, and old folks on its farms dream of homes in town, ‘and, 
as soon as they can arrange it, hire somebody else to run the farm, and 
move away. In less “wonderful” farming States, meanwhile, you occasion- 
ally see farms abandoned outright, but even the custom of farming by 
proxy is deplorable. 

In “The Country Life Movement,” Mr. L. H. Bailey observes, “Farm- 
ing by proxy or by any absentce method is as disastrous in the long run 
as the doing of any other businessiby proxy. I hold that it is essential 
that the very best people live actually on the land. The crops are there. 
Vhe livestock is there. The machinery is there, All the investment is 
in the place itself. If this business is to be most effective, a good man 
mist be constantly with it and manage it. A farm is not like a store or a 
factory that is shut up at night and on Sunday. The more difficult and 
complex the farming business becomes, the greater will be the necessity 
that a good man remain with it.” 

“The fundamental need,” declares Mr, Bailcy, “is to place effectively 
educated men and women in the open country.” In his opinion all else de- 
pends on this. No formal means can be of any permanent avail until men | 
and women of vision and with trained minds are at hand to work out the! 
plans in an orderly way. Agriculture is now a schaol subject. It is 
recognized to be such in the schools course of studies, in the minds of the 
people, and of cducationists and legislators. It has found its way into the 
high schools. In Western Canada it is the outstanding department in our 
Universities. 

But do the young people thus trained return to the open country? 
Some of them, of course, but a lamentably small percentage of the total. 
Why not a larger number? Does farming pay? Is life in the open coun- 
try altractive? Farming has its off years, and ‘sometimes series of ycars, 
when the financial returns are not commensurate with the effort put forth, 
But the same thing is truc of business generally. And assuredly farming 
today pays better than in the days of our grandparents. There are still 
many hardships in the more remote and pioneer districts, and conditions 
generally may not be quite so favorable as in the years before the war, but 
neither are conditions in the cities as favorable, with thousands of men 
out of employment. Such a situation is, however, only temporary; it will 
be overcome both in city and country. 

Life in the open country is not as attractive as it should be for other 
reasons. The recreative life of the country community greatly needs to be 
stimulated. Not only games and recreation days need to be encouraged, 
but the spirit of relief from continuous and deadening toil must be encour- 
aged. The country population necds to be livened up. 

How is this awakening to be brought about? The small towns and 
villages, which are the real centres of all country districts, and whose very 
existence depends upon their surrounding farming communities, have a duty 
and an opportunity in this respect. In his admirable book, “The Little 
Town,” Mr. H. P. Douglass devotes a chapter to “The Town’s Country.” 
Says Mr. Douglass, “The town’s country is the area which trades with it; 
which makes common cause with it in buying and selling, in credit and 
transportation facilities.” Its typical {ynctionarics are the retail merchant, 
the banker, the postmaster, the doctor, the implement agent, the railway 
agent. 

Morcover, 
education and worship. 


the town's country is the area which comes to it for play, 
Here are the country’s moving pictures, its ex- 
hibition and sports grounds, and its Chautauquas. The country’s high 
schools are here, and most of its ministers of religion live here. Here, 
though the farmer may not directly share in them, are those social groups 
and activities which he imitates and possibly envies. Most of the social 
organizations to which he may belong centre here. 

Therefore, the small town has a duty to its own particular “country.” 
And the opportunity is as great as the duty. Among the chief needs of 
the farming community today is wholesome recreation. There is little 
community life in the open country, except what centres in the small towns 
and villages. 
condition of country life." In almost every other respect, life in the open 
country has improved. It is a less isolated life. Railways, telephones, 
automobiles have greatly relieved loneliness. But is it a jollier life? No 
one pretends that itis. There is no play for children; no recreation for the 
young folks. Yet it must be made jollicr or we shall see more and more 


farms abandoned or farmed by proxy and more and more farm people 
moving to the city. P 

If we are to “place effectively educated men and women in the open 
country,” men and women “of vision and with trained minds'—if we are to 
place them there and keep them there, we must promise them not only pros- 
perily, but a jovial, sociable, merry existence which they will honestly pre- 
fer to life in town.

FRACTURED JAWS.

Usually when a jaw is fractured 
everybody knows about it. But there 
are cases—in fact a good many cases 
—where a jaw has been fractured 
either by a fall, or in boxing, or foot- 
ball, of in almost any sport—and the 
paticnt has never known it, and it is 
only by an X-ray cxamination for 
some other condition that the scar is 
discovered and it is realized that at 
some previous period the jaw had 
been broken. 

Usually a broken jaw is very diffi- 
cult to hold in place until it unites. 

Where the picces are not properly 
held, there will be a fibrous union. 
The fibrous union is a sort of a car- 
tilage or gristle that grows across the 
braken spot and makes an extra joint. 
This condition, of course, cripples the 
jaw so that mastication is almdst im- 
possible. 

When a jaw is fractured it is abso- 
lutely necessary to get a good bony 
union, so that the jaw will be as 
strong as ever, 

During the war there were a great 
many cases of fractured jaws from 
gunshot wounds, from explosion and 
shell fire, falling out of airplanes and 
so forth, and much was learned in re- 
gard to bone formation that was not 
known before. 

When a jaw has been injured and 
remains tender for any length of time, 
it should be X-rayed very carefully 
to find out whether or not there has 
been a fracture.

Fractures of the upper jaw are more 
rare than fractures of the lower, be- 
cause the upper jaw is not exposed as 
in the lower jaw. 

The lower jaw is more of a buffer 
than any bone in the body and is sav- 
ed from breaking by its very wide 
moveinents, 

Fractures of the upper jaw usually 
heal more quickly than do fractures 
of the lower; and also, the upper jaw, 
being surrounded by muscles that 
tend to pull it into place, does not 
present the usual difficulty in splint- 
ing. 

Fracture of the upper jaw will 
cause very severe disfigurement if it 
is allowed to go unattended

The new type of wheat 
has a very large white, flinty kernel 
and produces a very white flour. 

The new wheat, according to Mr, 
Burbank, is an exceedingly carly 
wheat, being the carlicst of some four 
or five hundred varicties which he has 
been growing. It has been tested 
alongside sixty-cight of the best 
wheats in the world, and has exceeded 
them all in yield, uniformity and all 
other desirable characteristics. ‘The 
growth is strong, being four fect on 
good ordinary soil, it tillers unusually 
well, and on ordinary valley. soil, with 
special cultivation, care, or fertilizing, 
produced this summer at the rate of 
49.88 bushcls per acre, every plant and 
every kernel being uniform, as this 
wheat was originally grown from one 
single kernel,

Still Working On 
- Lignite Problem 


Additional $280,000 Needed For Build- 
ing and Further Experimenting. 

Experiments are still being made at 
the plant operating at DBienfait, Sask., 
under the Lignite Utilization Board: 
“The operations have not yet reached 
the stage of production on a commer- 
cial basis,” says T. M. Molloy, pro- 
vincial commissioner of Labor and In- 
dustries. “Uncertainty of delivery of 
material makes it impossible to tell 
when the plant will be in operation 
and when that is accomplished it will 
still remain to determine the commer- 
cial possibilities of the various meth- 
ods with which they have been experi- 
menting,” ; 

The experiments are being carried 
out under the joint direction of the 
Federal, Manitoba and Saskatchewan 
Governments, ‘The board has found 
that it now needs an additional $280,- 
000 to complete the buildings and go 
on with the experiments and the Sas- 
katchewan Government has,agreed to 
contribute $70,000 of this amount.

Sterling exchange is practically un- 
changed.

London.--The negotiations for a 
settlement of the Irish controversy 
are proceeding smoothly, according to 
the Daily Mail, which says accredited 
representatives of the Sinn Fein bave 
been in London this week and that 
they brought certain proposals to the 
Government’s notice, 

“Jt is understood,” the Daily Mail 
says, “that there have been inter- 
views with the Prime Minister. He 
certainly has been made acquainted 
with Eamonn De Valera’s views, and 
an optimistic feeling prevailing in 
Government circles.” 


Belgian King to Visit England. 

London.—It was officially annousic- 
ed that Albert, King of the Belgians, 
would pay a visit of state to England 
early in July.

Ottawa.—Naval and military expen 
ditures of the Government were de- 
fended in the House of Commons 
when Hon. Hugh Guthrie, minister of 
militia, participated in the budget de- 
bate. Mr. Guthrie, who represented 
Canada at the financial conference 
Neld under the League of Nations at 
Brussels last summer, quoted statis- 
tics to show that Canada’s expendi- 
tures on naval and military defenes 
were lower than any country in the 
world. In Mr. Guthrie’s views, they 
were so low as to make other coun- 
tries look rather ridicuious. On a 
hasis of population estimated at 8,000,- 
000 people, the per capita expenditure 
for defence, including that for militia, 
navy and air forces, was only $1.89, 
The percentage of annual revenue to 


j be devoted to defence purposes this 


year was 3.5 per cent. 

Defence expenditure, including tha 
for militia, navy and air force, and 
excluding Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police and the civilian air operations 
for the present year, was set out in 
the estimates at $15,215,000, Taken 
on a basis of population and esti- 
mating that there were nine million 
people in Canada this was a_ per 
capita expenditure of $1.69, On the 
basis of a population of eight million 
people the per capita expenditure for 
defence purposes would be only $1.89 
per head. If the cost of maintaining 
the Mounted Police were added to 
that, Canada would still have the 
lowest per capita expenditure of any 
country in the civilized world. Fig- 
ures submitted to the Brussels con- 
ference had shown the per capita 
expenditure for defence purposes of 
various countries as follows: 

Australia, $6.13; New Zealand, 
$3.80; South Africa, $5.55; United 
Kingdom, $23.35; United States, 
$13.13, not including the upkeep of 
the national guard; Argentine, $2.72; 
Brazil, $2; Chile, $5.06; Denmark, 
$10.10; Holland, $4.08; Norway, $4.75;

Ownership of Rich Oil Lands Decided 
In Her Favor. 

Lillie Taylor is pfobably the 
wealthiest negro woman in the United

Urges Development 
, OF Peat Resources 


Canada Has More Than 37,000 Square 
’ Miles of Bog. 

A. Anrep, peat specialist of the 
veological survey, informed — the 
special parliamentary committee on 
Canada’s fuel resources that there was 
no reason why Canadian peat should 
not replice coal for heating purposes 
throughout the Dominion. This 
would relieve the Canadian public 
of dependence upon United States 
mines and would release all coal im- 
portations for industrial purposes. 
Peat had proved satisfactory for 
cooking and open grates and for fur- 
naces during the fall and spring 
months. So far more than 37,000 
square miles of peat bog had been 
discovered and should be developed. 
One ton and a half of peat would 
give as much heat as a ton of anthra- 
cite coal. , 

The ease with which coal has been 
secured from the United States mili- 
tated against development of peat in 
Canada. Peat could be sold com- 
mercially at $9.00 a ton, and if pro- 
duction was increased the prices 
should become more favorable to the 
public. .o After peat was removed, 
the excavated area could be drained 
and used for agricultural purposes.

; Burns, general manager of the P. 

Burns Company, Ltd. In speaking 
1of the English market, Mr. Burns said 
that for the past twelve years there 
had been no demand. Now, in spite 
pee the very high freight rates, both 
'froin here to the seaboard and across 
the Atlantic; despite the fact that 
(Canadian cattle arriving in England 
‘must be for “immediate slaughter; 
this market was developing and the 
detnand exists.” 
| “There is actually a shortage of 
fat cattle in Western Canada at the 
present time to take advantage of this 


opportunity,” said Mr. Burns. 
Within the last few years the 

marketing. conditions for cattle in 

the west have been undergoing a 


igreat change. This has been brought 
‘about by the transition fron the per- 
iod of the big ranches to the ‘con= 
‘ditions of today. ‘Lhe country is uow 
imore thickly settled and individuals 
‘hold smaller -acreage. Not many 
years ago the big rancher was the 
predominating figure. Vast acreage, 
mast of it held under lease, gave him 
a domain on which cattle could be 
run by the thousands. Under’ such 
conditions it was natural that the 
marketing would naturally take place 
at one time in the year. As a result 
the great bulk of stock were sold to 
the packers in the months of Sep- 
tember, October and November. It 
is evident even to the layman that 
j this produced an unhealthy market 
condition. It meant that the packers 
{were loaded up with stock at one 
| period of the year, and received little 
| during the other nine months. A 
| glutted amarket and a fall in prices 
i were almost always the result. 

But with the settling of the country 
ithe big cattle ranches have gradually

there is almost an equal demand for 
Irish and Canadian bacon. Little 
Danish bacon is coming in and the 
American product has lost much of 
iis reputation owing to carelessness 
in preparation, ‘There is a constant 
demand from English buyers for 
Western Canadian bacon and it can- 
not be filled today. 

Although live shipments are being 
made to England at present and are 
being disposed of at some profit, con- 
ditions are far from favorable. In 
approximate figures it costs $30 to 
ship an animal from Calgary to the 
seaboard, $60 for ocean freight, and 
$10 for slaughtering and other 
charges on arrival, Rates like these 
make it unwise to ship anything but 
the very best finished cattle, Stock- 
men sity that the animals generally 
pick up at least some of the weight 
lost in the train journey and during 
the sea passage.

All Classes of Society Have Been 
Called to Fulfill Service Duties. 
All classes of socicty in Bulgaria 

have been called upon to fulfill their 
service duties under the provision of 
the compulsory labor law, which was 
adopted a year ago. The law pro- 
vided that men who had attained the 
age of 20 years and girls who were 16 
years old, were to be called upon for 
a certain amount of compulsory labor 
for the state. |Mcn were to work 12 
months and women six months and 
none was allowed to emigrate until 
duties imposéd had been performed. 
The number of persons coming with- 
in the scope of the law was 700,000, of 
whom 600,000 have been at work, the 
labor done comprising road making, 
sanitary service, digging of canals, 
street paving and_ the building of 
schools and reading rooms.

Manufacturers and Workers Should 
Realize Keen Nature of European 
Competition. 
Indications of the rapid growth of 
imports from Germany and the de- 
mand in Canada for products of Ger- 
mah manufacture are supplied by the 
firm of A, R. MacMullen Co., Toron- 
to, who are brokers for such goods, 
and who maintain an office in Ham- 
burg. The German official trade re- 
ports indicate that there are many 
cargoes of goods cn route and that 
Canadian importers and German ex- 
porters are taking advantage of thie 
delay in enforcing the customs regu- 
lations of the reparations committee 
to get large shipments moved.

Many Canadian firms are try- 
ing to secure agency. arrangements 
with important German firms parti- 
cularly the lines of goods in which 
German manufacturers have been 
dominant-in the past. A number of 
new lines actually offered on the Ger- 
man market are being accepted.”
